News of the tragedy was broadcast by 
the wireless and arrangements to succor 
these men were made at once. 
Vessels 
headed into the ice floes intent on rescu­ 
ing the men who reached Horse Island 
and there is high courage among the men 
who are striv ing to assist them. 
Ov er all the world are people who are 
hoping for the best, anx ious to know if 
the rescuing groups are in time. 
The 
throbbing human drama being play ed on 
Horse Island is being followed with sy m­ 
pathy by millions of people who know 
nothing of the actors. 
It is not another 
ev idence that the world for all its seem­ 
ing coldness and all its seeming cruelty 
has a heart. 
The skipper of the Viking 
has measured to the fine traditions of 
the sea. 
Notwithstanding his own hurts 
apd his grav e perils, he has done what 
he can do to bring assistance to his com­ 
panions. 
In his message to the world he 
tersely emphasized 
how 
desperate the 
situation for the surv iv ors is. 
Picture the tragedy of men cold to the 
point of freezing and hungering to the 
point of death in sight of rescue ships 
unable to break through the ice to them. 
Picture the poignant distress of the res­ 
cuers who are 
delay ed • by 
conditions 
wiiolly bey ond their control. 
In such 
cruel circumstances men go wild. 
They 
are goaded into a frenzy by their dread­ 
ful plight. 
But the men who hav e fared 
into the ice on a mission of humanity 
will strain ev ery resource to reach their 
fellows who hav e been blown into the 
dale of death from cold, thirst and hun­ 
ger.

CRIME IS NO DIFFERENT 
It might be a good idea to attempt to 
solv e our crime problem by the same 
methods used to 
solv e 
our 
other eco­ 
nomic, social and industrial problems. 
These problems, as soon as they ap­ 
pear, are giv en the attention of logical, 
scientific minds, and 
in 
addition the 
whole citizenry is interested. 
They are 
inv estigated, fully and impartially . The 
necessary data is collected. 
The v arious 
factors are debated, weighed, consider­ 
ed. 
And, then only then, is the proper 
action decided upon and taken, and cor­ 
rectiv e measures applied. 
' The last business depression is a good 
ex ample. 
At the present time practical­ 
ly ev ery iinportant ex ecutiv e of trade and 
industry , to say nothing of academic au­ 
thorities, is busy giv ing his best efforts 
to finding a means of prev enting unem­ 
ploy ment and maintaining wages and liv ­ 
ing standards. 
In contrast to this, our best minds, like 
the general public, hav e been apathetic 
in the matter of crime, though it is un­ 
questionably a v ital problem with both 
social and economic significance. 
There 
lias been much talk, some thought, and 
nothing done, with the ex ception of a 
steadily increasing battery of laws, co­ 
incident with a steady gain in crime. The 
professional reformer has 
been 
blamed 
for this, and justly — but the rest of us 
must share the blame with him. 
Crime wdll continue to be an unsolv ed 
issue until we all deal with it as 
would any other national ailment.

The British Trade Ex position in 
Buenos Aires is attracting attention, of 
course, and the ex hibits are closely studi­ 
ed, but “ the general trends hav e pointed 
to no danger that Great Britain will sup­ 
plant the United States.”

with the dollar, although now it is around 
ninety -four cents.”

“We simply can’t grow fooae- 
berries or curranti any moro fof 
a green worm that eats all of thf 
leaves. 
Is there amrtbiiig that we 
can do? ” 
There certainly it. This worm i$ 
v ery easily handled. Simply tail« a 
tablespoon of arsenate ef lead and 
mix it in a gallon of water, and 
then spray it or sprinkle It on the 
foliage. 
This should be done J ust 
as the leav es are oommeneinf to 
unfold, if y ou had these worms last 
y ear. They fall to the ground efter 
the leav es are gone and stay there 
all winter. 
They hatch into e fly 
which lay s the eggs in real ea^y 
spring. These flies will com« with­ 
in the nex t two weeks. 
\t y ou 
hav e y our arsenate of lead on the 
small leav es, the worm will he 
killed v ery quickly . 
If y ou wait 
until y ou see the worms, they will 
hav e produced a second brood. Try 
to get y our arsenate of lead near 
the bottom of the plant. 
The fly 
lay s the eggs close to the ground* 
and then the worms crfwl up. 
Don’t be afraid of maklhg thf trult 
poisonous. 
Arsenate of lead i« 
white and y ou can see If v ery eas> 
ily . 
If it rains and washes the 
arsenate of lead off, y ou must put 
it back.
